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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding the data structure of claims 1-12, the subject matter is statutory since 
claim 1 explicitly recites "A computer readable medium having stored thereon a data 
structure", which is in accordance with the guidance provided in MPEP 2106. 

Claims 1-31 are directed to what might be described as a "pruning" system for 
eliminating dead or unwanted nodes a data structure representing a linked list in a hash 
table. This concept in itself was well known (note the references on the attached form 
PTO 892), however the particular combination of elements used in this context is what 
distinguishes the invention from the cited prior art. For example, the interpretation of 
"protected" as used in "protected pointer" relies on the description of this limitation in the 
specification, the reference counter counts and records in a reference counter field the 
number of references that are linked and/or pointing to the given node an must be zero 
and there must be no protected pointers in the linked list pointing to the node before it 
can be destroyed. The examiner was unable to find all of these features in a data 
structure representing a linked list in a hash table.
